Douglas Fairbanks, not only took liberties with history, 
mangled beyond all repair the minds those who 
trouble find out what kind lickspittle profligate this Charles 
was. comes friend and protector the weak, lover 
England and things English; noble liege who has only the best 
interests his people heart; and the same token, Oliver 
Cromwell shown black and bloated with power. Aside 
from the anachronism that Cromwell, Senior, was dead when the 
picture opens 1660, there are few other historical bloomers. 
any rate the starring actor, who also wrote the sonorous script, 
slashes his way through windmills (action takes place Holland), 
and has rousing good, but clean, love affair somewhere near The 
Hague.

begin, the critical listener who wishes make himself reason- 
ably competent hear twentieth century music will acquaint him- 
self with the recorded performances Mahler symphonies, es- 
pecially the Fourth and Ninth. Mahler was the first comprehend 
the structural scope Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony within the 
polyphonic orchestra Wagner and provide for 
stantial and significant form. taken for granted that our criti- 
cal listener already knows the work Brahms, Wagner, Liszt, and 
course the major earlier composers summarized classics. 
approach the history music from either end from the middle. 
these will add Schoenberg’e Gurrelieder, also recorded, 
historical accretion evolving styles, put together through dozen 
years the start the century, which begins with Wagner pro- 
ceeds Mahler, and concludes early mature Schoenberg. Di- 
will pick Debussy, especially Pelleas and lisande. 
once the glory and the limitation Debussy that his frail 
structures should survive well and cut deep. 

Our critical listener, being able enjoy Tschaikowsky modera- 
tion, will recognize the toughest qualities this bardic language 
the First Symphony Sibelius. Thus will rise the high 
eminence the Fourth and Seventh Symphonies Sibelius, with- 
out being led astray the usually but not always spurious attrac- 
tions Shostakovitch. will know, though may not grasp the 
reason, that this way writing, like that Richard Strauss, leads 
dead end. will observe this dead end the witty, dis- 
integrate showmanship Prokofieff, from the violin concertos 
down the Fifth Symphony. will admire the lucid musician- 
ship Ravel and enjoy the facility Milhaud, without mistaking 
this spirituel conversation for spiritual insight. 

Putting things their places will not wonder the sensual 
effectiveness early Stravinsky, and will have inexhaustible 
sympathy for that composer’s long determined effort compose 
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with detached, deliberate mind. This sympathy will 
tect the listener from false adulation and preserve him from false 
depreciation that search for model which has been called Stra- 
vinsky’s neo-classicism. will strain with Delius and rejoice 
the realization Mass Life. will admire the lifelong 
isolation and integral growing Vaughn-Williams, from the Pas- 
toral Symphony the Fifth, and throw his hat the air hear 
the masterly Oboe Concerto. will refine his comprehension 
the intense purposes Busoni, marveling how little his art 
perfect and how perfect that little is. 

much for the periphery. the centre this critical 
understanding must the four quartets, the two chamber sym- 
phonies, Pierrot Lunaire, and the recent Piano Concerto Schoen- 
berg; the Piano Sonata, the Second Violin Sonata, Mikrokosmos, 
the last two concertos, for violin and for piano, and the Sonata for 
violin alone Bartok, the last rarefied quintessence his art: 
Socrate for solo voice and piano Satie; and the Concord Sonata, 
the songs, and the Fourth Symphony Ives. These works are the 
central mountain chain twentieth century music, 
wards the second half the century and its yet unimagined heights. 
Around these will set various levels the Violin Concerto and 
the two operas Berg; the Piano Trio and Fifth Symphony 
Harris; the sonatas for unaccompanied viola and cello, the chamber 
concertos but not the recent large concertos, the Third Quartet, and 
the Marienleben song-cycle Hindemith; the Piano Sonata 
Copland; the two Gertrude Stein operas Virgil Thomson; few 
fragments Villa-Lobos; the Preludes Chavez, and many works 
Piston, Sessions, Dahl, Weiss, Krenek, Barber, Menotti, 
Britten, Toch, and other composers now living and composing who 
have not yet established final claim recognition any single 
work. Beyond these may reach towards the singular idioms 
von Webern, Ruggles, and John Cage. not claim final authori- 
for such list, but defy any person compass intent and 
eager listening without becoming more devoted, intelligent, under- 
standing, and sympathetic friend all that happening music 
the present time. hear much will involve pursuit ardu- 
ous any amateur can desire. should the salvation any 
not yet hopelessly opinionated critic.
